LAST MONTH 


The March meeting of the Los Angeles Bar Association was held Thursday 
evening, March 27, 1941, at the University Club. After dinner President Mac- 
farland introduced the chairmen he had selected for the standing committees of 
the association for the coming year. The President then called upon William C. 
Mathes, the Junior Vice-President of the association, who had just returned 
from the midwinter meeting of the House of Delegates of the American Bar 
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Association, held in Chicago on March 17 and 18. Mr. Mathes attended that 
meeting as a delegate from our association. 

Mr. Mathes spoke briefly of the midwinter meeting and then related several 
interesting facts concerning the Chicago Bar Association. While in Chicago 
Mr. Mathes was entertained by the President of the Chicago Bar Association. 
The method of that association in conducting its judicial plebiscite may be of 
interest to members of this association. The committee in charge sends to mem- 
bers of the Chicago association a questionnaire about all judges who are candi- 
dates to succeed themselves. This questionnaire contains the following ques- 
tions and each question is given the following percentage:

The committee then publishes a report on the plebiscite which contains the pic- 
tures of the candidates, percentages received by each candidate as.a result of the 
plebiscite, a biographical sketch of each candidate, and the committee's recommen- 
dations. The association does not stop after the plebiscite has been concluded; 
on election day an effort is made to have all law offices close and to have the 
younger members of the association spend election day near the polls in their 
precincts distributing to voters information with respect to the judicial candi- 
dates. Mr. Mathes also pointed out that the plebiscite covers candidates for the 
office of State’s Attorney, an office comparable to that of our District Attorney.

Under the guidance of each of these directors and within each of the programs 
are a number of committees, each headed by a chairman and staffed with men 
especially interested or qualified in the particular work of the committee. In 
addition, there are a number of equally important Standing Committees and 
Special Committees which are not a part of any major program, and which 
range from the socially needed Legal Aid Committee on the one hand to the 
more specialized but no less important Committee on Group Insurance on the 
other. Altogether some thirty odd separate committees have been established to 
carry out adequately the worthwhile work planned for the year. 


Because of the great breadth of the activities projected, there is ample oppor- 
tunity for any younger member of the Bar to take an active part in the work of 
the organization and to assist in any part of the program in which he may be 
specially able or interested. Questionnaires were mailed to cach member of the 
Junior Barristers asking that a choice be indicated as to the type of activity 
preferred, and those that replied were given a place upon the committee or com- 
mittees which corresponded to the stated preference. Any Junior Barrister who 
failed to receive a questionnaire either by vis major or otherwise will find 
that any services or suggestions he may desire to offer will be welcome.

ber of the committees have held meetings and have laid plans for carrying out 
their particular work. 


The Legal Aid Committee, under the Chairmanship of Paul Beidler, which 
is responsible for supplying the volunteer services of attorneys to carry on the 
valuable work of the Legal Aid Foundation, met at lunch on March 13 for its 
first meeting. During March the detail of carrying on the work of this com- 
mittee, which perhaps performs a greater public service than any other, was 
under the direct supervision of Kenneth Rhodes. Throughout this month Perry 
Bertram is taking charge. Because of the large number of cases which are 
handled in a community the size of Los Angeles, the volunteering attorneys 
whose services are supplied through the aid of this committee not only have an 
opportunity to interview the clients of the Foundation and discuss with them 
their legal difficulties but also occasionally to assist in the filing of pleadings and 
the carrying on of other court work. 


On March 10 the Radio Committee got off to a good start with a double- 
header meeting held at the offices of the Bar Association. According to Chair- 
man Jerome Ehrlich details are being worked out for the broadcasting of a four- 
teen-week dramatic program over a local station. More complete information as 
to this radio series will be available at a later time. In the meantime, this com- 
mittee plans to continue its regular weekly series of programs over radio station 
KFAC entitled, “The Lawyer’s Story Book.” On April 3 the Honorable Edward 
R. Brand, Judge of the Superior Court of Los Angeles County, spoke on “Courts 
in a Democracy and in a Totalitarian State” and on April 10 Frank Wickem 
spoke on “Activities of the Department of Justice in the National Defense 
Program.””

The Juvenile Crime Prevention Committee, under the guidance of Perry 
Bertram, is already well into its work of the year, having had its first meeting 
on March 28 at a luncheon which honored among its guests the Honorable Robert 
H. Scott, Judge in the Juvenile Department of the Superior Court, and Karl 
Holton, Probation Officer of Los Angeles County. Part, of the work of the com- 
mittee is to supply speakers for not only assemblies of students or young people 
but also for groups of older persons engaged in juvenile welfare work. On 
April 2, Chairman Bertram gave an address to a group of Y. M. C. A. men on 
the subject “Work of the Juvenile Court.” On Friday, May 9, N. E. Young- 
blood is scheduled to talk to some of the. members of the senior class at Lincoln 
High School and will explain to them the manner in which minors charged with 
crime are handled in Los Angeles County. 


Early in March Carl Stutsman’s Los Angeles County Inferior Courts Com- 
mittee held its first meeting. This committee has commenced an investigation of 
the Rules of Practice and Procedure Used in Justices’ Courts in Los Angeles 
County. The report of the result of this investigation will be available some time 
in the future. 


The Law Lectures Committee, headed by Chaplin Collins, has been hard at 
work and is pleased to announce that it will continue the popular series of break- 
fast-time talks with an address by Philbmck McCoy, Esq., upon the subject of 
“Everyday Practical Legal Ethics,” to be held on May 7 at the Rosslyn Hotel, 
7:30 A.M. Mr. McCoy is a widely known expert in the field of legal ethics, 
and the things which he will have to say will be of great interest. 


The Committee for Recent Admittees, which is charged with the responsi- 
bility of extending to those men who have recently been admitted to the State Bar 
of California, an invitation to join the Junior Barristers of the Los Angeles Bar 
Association, began its work with a luncheon meeting at the Goodfellows Grotto 
on March 26. According to Chairman Gerold Dunn, a prospectus explaining the 
history of the organization of the Junior Barristers, the framework of its com- 
mittees and the nature of its work has been drawn up. The committee expects 
to see to it that a copy of this prospectus is received by everyone in this county 
who has recently passed the State Bar examination.

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AN EDITOR RESIGNS 


WELL D. MOORE has been associated with the BAR BULLETIN for over 
ten years. Since 1937 he has been chairman of the Bar Bulletin Committee 
and has had the chief responsibility of gathering material for, editing, and pub- 
lishing the Bak BuLLetin. Evidence that Mr. Moore has done his work well 
is the constant improvement ‘in the form and content of the BULLETIN since its 


inception. 


In addition to his duties as editor of the BuLLETIN Mr. Moore has served 
and is now serving as a member of the Board of Trustees and as Treasurer of 
this Association.
